The  following  information  was  furnished  to  Special  Agent 
Clement  V^,  Partchurst,  resident  agent,  FdchXand,  Vi’ashington,  on  June  1,  1956: 


Sergeant  Gordon  Richardson,  Kennewick,  V/ashington  Police 
Department,  advised  that  for  several  years  he  has  been  very  interested  in 
flying  saucers  and  has  read  everything  a^/ailable  concerning  this  topic, 
Gordon  advised  that  he  has  soma  information  which  he  considers  to  be  of 
utmost  importance  to  the  defense  of  the  United  States  concerning  a flying 
space  ship  which  he  observed  over  Kennewick,  V/ashington  about  a year  ago. 
Richardson  stated  that  he  had  never  told  anyone  about  this  matter  and  had 
not  discussed  it  ifith  other  officers  of  the  police  department  because  they 
**never  pay  any  attention  to  what  he  says”.  Gordon  prefaced  his  remarks 
by  stating  that  he  realizes  his  information  sounds  like  a ”nut  complaint” 
but  assures  the  writer  that  this  is  not  so.

Richardson  stated  that  the  thing  ha  saw  has  been  weighing  very 
heavily  on  his  mind  and  he  believes  the  information  should  be  passed  on  to 
the  Air  Force  or  other  inb0i*eet0d  Defense  Agency.

Richardson  stated  that  about  a year  ago  he  was  on  night  shift 
and  was  in  the  vij^nity^  of  1st  and  Viashington,  Kennewick,  at  about^  IG  PM  ^ 
when  he  observed  a Icirge^'shirdng,  "nefcalri33ll"'abo^^  30’  in  diameter  swoosh 
in  from  the  Viest  at  rather  low  altitude— only  2C0  or  3U0  feet  in  the  air 
or  less.  The  ba3J.  was  traveling  at  a high  rate  of  speed  and  when  it  got 
about  three  blocks  east  of  V/ashington  3treet  it  c;iae  to  a ptoo. 

Richardson  stated  that  the  ball  had  left  a irail  of  fzjre  until  it  slopped 
and  then  emitted  no  fire  or  sruoke.  Richardson  described  the  ball  as  oer-

ball  stood  still  several  lainutes  and  then  took  off  xdth  a speed  so  great 
that  it  disappeared  from  sight  in  a matter  of  secondj.  Richardson  abated 
that  obvioualy  some  different  type  of  engine  was  utilised  in  flight  such 
as  a jet  engine  because  of  the  speed  vdth  which  the  ball  left.  Richardson 
noted  no  fire  or  smoke  on  leaving. 

Richardson  stated  that  the  most  disturbing  thing  to  h:lm  is  that 
apparently  the  builders  of  the  ball  have  mastered  the  pull  of  gra^dty.  He 
stated  that  this  fact  puts  this  coimtry  in  a poor  position  defensively 
as  the  ball  obviously  either  came  from  Russia  or  some  outer  space  planet 
in  which  case  the  Russians  might  get  hold  of  it  first.  Richardson  noted  that 
the  ball  was  flying  too  low  for  radar  detection  ;md  too  fast  for  interception 
by  any  known  United  States  device.  Richardson  comraented  that  the  United 
States  does  not  have  this  ball  or  they  i-raidd  not  be  producing  vdriged  air- 
craft, jet  planes,  nikee,  etc.  Richardson  stated  that  he  theorises  that 
whosver  built  the  ball  is  using  the  principle  of  likee  attract  and  positives 
repel  to  defy  gravity  and  that  the  ship  is  flying  on  electron  beams  or  some 
other  natural  phenomena  such  as  light  waves.  He  stated  he  never  saw  the 
ball  again  and  has  not  advised  other  persons  other  than  the  FRI.  He  also 
stated  that  he  did  not  hear  of  anyone  else  seeing  the  ball  but  ccTmented  that 
due  to  his  training  he  is  a ski3J.ed  observer. 

The  above  is  for  your  information  and  no  investigation  is  being 
raade  by  this  office.  There  is  no  objection  by  this  office  to  your  investi- 
gation of  this  matter  and  your  interview  of  Sergeant  Gordon  Richardson,
